A Day in the Saddle

in fact within the past 
sang "drove over = hills — 
i n state south to Prairie City, 
as the purpose of paying a visit to 
the Guttridges and viewing again their 
their splendid breeding herd. Everything 
was astir on the Guttridge Estate, haying 

q just finished and a crew of some thirty 
oat 3 had left their special jobs. Now the 
threshing machine was humming and bags 
of rippened grain were being stowed away 
for winter use. Sherm and Jim were up to 
their necks in work. The show herd was 
on the road under the supervision of Kale 
Workman, that well known and most suc- 
cessful showman and fitter. Reports were 
being eagerly awaited. The little group 
was scheduled to do many local and some of 
the more important shows in the west. The 
first evening was spent visiting and talk- 
ing of cattle and their future. Early next 
morning Sherm took over the threshing 
crew while Jim and yours truly mounted a 
pair of ponies and rode the pastures, there 
to find a wonderful set of lusty, thick, low 
set youngsters running along with their 
mothers. 

We shifted cattle from one pasture to 
another, drove a set of likely young bulls 
down to the other end of the ranch to 
greener pastures. Transferred a group of 

oung heifers to a new meadow. The day 
went all too quickly, and yet it revealed in 
panoramic form just what is really trans- 
piring on the Guttridge Estate, destined to 
become and that very soon, one of the lead- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus breeding establish- 
ments in the west. While the type and 
quality is evidenced in great abundance the 
numbers are still beneath those of some of 
the Whitefaced herds in that section. The 
day is not far distant when these bonnie 
blacks will roam in large numbers too, for 
neighbors as well as cowmen at a distance, 
are beginning to realize the advantages to 
be gained in the breeding of these sleek, 
smooth, easily fleshed black skins. 

As we followed the young bulls up the 
highway to another pasture Jim met the 
query as to what the bull outlook might 
be, promptly by saying: “We just can’t 
begin to supply the demand for bulls for 
crossing purposes alone.” Needless to say 
these keen young fellows are supplying a 
goodly number of bulls, and some females 
too, to serve in registered herds. The Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeding herd composed of 
nearly 350 cows of breeding age is supple- 
mented by nearly as many two year olds 
coming on, and already in calf. So there 
will be many additional cattle for the trade 
next season, and they will need every hoof 
with which to meet the rapidly growing 
demand. The Guttridge herd is built upon 
the best of Rosemere foundation cattle, 
true to type, they are the short legged, 
deep bodied matrons, showing wonderful 
width and smoothness. Here on this ranch 
the cattle live and thrive largely upon the 
meadows, after the hay crops have been 
garnered. The fields are cut regularly, by 
fast flowing irrigation ditches ranging in 
width from a foot to several feet and in 
depth from two or three inches to a foot or 
more. This is mountain “dew”, clear as 
crystal and fresh from the snow capped 
mountains in the rear of the ranch. 

Across the range is the commercial pas- 
ture where some 1500 head of strictly high 
grade Aberdeen-Angus cows are growing 
a wonderful lot of calves. It is from this 
crop that the Guttridge Brothers are sup- 
plying the country with club calves and

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T he ‘Value of Line Breeding 


By Otto V. Battles 


Due to the generosity of Mr. Hampton D. 
Tener, of New York, there now hangs in 
the gallery of the Saddle and Sirloin Club 
at Chicago, what is probably the most fam- 
ous live stock painting in the world. It 
represents “Comet” one of the greatest 
Shorthorn bulls of all time. It was done in 
1811 by the celebrated — English artist 
Thomas Weaver. This painting is consid- 
ered the most prized of the group of pic- 
tures of historical animals now 
in the club gallery along with 
the portraits of famous men. 

In connection with this paint- 
ing it is interesting to note that 
the subject “Comet” was the 
first noteworthy example of 
the benefits of inbreeding and 
line breeding in cattle. Robert 
Bakewell, Leicestershire far- 
mer, had previously originated 
the practice of breeding related 
animals as a means of fixing 
desirable characteristics. The 
success of his methods were 
largely demonstrated with long 
wooled Leicestershire sheep. It remained 
for Charles and Robert Colling however, to 
effectively utilize the method in cattle 
breeding and the great bull Comet, was 
their first outstanding proof of its value. 
In producing Comet the Colling Brothers 
went all the way in applying the theories 
of Robert Bakewell by breeding his dam, 
Young Phoenix, back to her own sire. The 
highly concentrated pedigree of Comet 
makes an interesting study. Among the 
first fourteen ancestors the bull, Favorite, 
appears twice, the cow Phoenix, appears 
three times, the bull Bolingbroke, twice, the 
bull Foljambe, three times, and Lady 
Maynard, the original foundation cow, is 
listed five times in as many generations. 
Such an extraordinary concentration of 
blood lines resulting in such a remarkable 
bull and many other distinguished animals 
did much at that early date to prove the 
wisdom of Bakewell’s method of breeding 
and to establish the Colling Brothers among 
the master breeders of all time. 

These same methods were applied a few 
years later with equal success in the fam- 
ous Ballindalloch herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, an] a number of other Aberdeen- 
Angus herds in both Great Britain and 
America have been listed among the great 
as a result of following this system of 
breeding. The same can be said of the 
other beef breeds. The late Robert Hazlett 
of Hereford fame was one of the most suc- 
cesful exponents of line breeding known to 
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live stock history. Not many have prac- 
tised as close a concentration as did the 
Colling Brothers in their production of 
Comet in those early days of the pure bred 
industry, but the principle has prevailed 
down through the years and has been used 
by the most successful breeders. 

What is line breeding and how does it 
differ from close inbreeding which, in my 
opinion, is desirable only in exceptional 
cases? Dr. Jay L. Lush, probably 
the best known genetic authority 
in the world today says, “Line 
breeding is mating animals so that 
their descendants will be kept 
closely related to some animal re- 
garded as unusually desirable. 
This is accomplished by using for 
parents animals which are closely 
related to the famed ancestor but 
are little, if at all, related to each 
other through any other ancestor.” 
The animal toward which the line 
breeding is directed is usually 
named when a breeder describes a 
line bred pedigree. For example, 
one would say, “Line bred from Earl Mar- 
shall” or “Line bred from Black Wood- 
lawn” or from some other illustrious an- 
cestor. 

The particular object of line breeding is 
of course, to preserve the qualities and 
characteristics of animals known to be out- 
standing producers. In no other way can 
their influence be maintained in the herd 
after they are gone. ‘At the best, the life 
of a domestic animal is short, often by the 
time an individual has at least proved him- 
self through his own performance and that 
of his progeny to have an unusually good 
inheritance, his life is 
over. At any rate, the

ciple involved is the concentration and 
preservation of certain characteristics and 
unless these characteristics are desirable 
it is the utmost folly to preserve them. It 
follows then, that line breeding should only 
be used when a herd is fortunate enough to 
possess an outstanding producing animal. 

Owing to the vastly greater influence of 
the herd sire over any of the females of 
the herd, it is toward the male that line 
breeding is almost invariably directed. I 
read a statement a few days ago made by 
a well known breeder to the effect that an 
extraordinarily prepotent sire is nearly al- 
ways responsible for the more-than-usual 
success of the herd in which he is used, and 
that when this sire is gone, the herd’s 
achievements drop back to ordinary. This 
has been my own observation except when 
a breeder who has been fortunate enough 
to own such a sire has had the foresight to 
retain in his herd the best of this sire’s 
offspring to be used in perpetuating his 
line. By so doing, a great sire’s influence 
can be extended for many, many years 
after he is gone. 


There are a number of Aberdeen-Angus 
herds in America today that furnish living 
proof of this reasoning. Herds that have 
maintained their high record of accomplish- 
ment over a long period. One need only 
study the records of the International] Live 
Stock Show at Chicago to be convinced that 
a preponderance of the winners in recent 
years have been the products of line breed- 
ing from a very limited number of great 
sires. I know them by heart and so do all 
others who are familar with American 
Aberdeen-Angus history.

by ce aummen Hollinger and Nobis Share the Grand Championship Honors 


Few state fairs compare in size or quality 
of exhibits to the Illinois State Fair. Too 
much credit cannot be given to Mr. E. E. 
Irwin, general manager for his effort and 
accomplishment in constantly building a big- 
ger and a better fair. From most reliable 
information we learned that the Aberdeen- 
Angus show at the 1939 Illinois State Fair 
was the largest on record at any state fair. 
From the list of exhibitors and the cattle 
showed, we must acknowledge that the cor- 
responding quality was exceptionally high. 
1 chanced to hear a remark made by the 
judge to the effect that the tops were “‘tops” 
and that in most cases the competition for 
first place was as keen as he had seen. 

Mr. W. A. McGregor, of Andelot Stock 
Farms, Worton, Maryland, had been select- 
ed to judge the breeding cattle, and came 
through as expected, placing emphasis first 
on type, then quality, breed character and 
finish. 

Starting early Tuesday morning, we found 
seven entries in the aged bull class, and they 
were seven good bulls. However, one seem- 
ed to stand out above the others and he was 
selected to head the group. This was Reve- 
mere of Wheatland 17th, bred, fed and ex- 
hibited by James B. Hollinger, of Chapman, 
Kansas. We have noted a great improve- 
ment in the Wheatland Farm’s cattle the 
past three years, and this year they seem 
headed for more and higher honors. Reve- 
mere of Wheatland went on to win senior 
and grand champion honors, and earned his 
purple ribbons. Wildwood Farms, Lake 
Orion, Michigan, showed Blackcap Barry <o 
second place, and in many shows he wouid 
be good enough to cause plenty of real coni- 
petition. 

In the two year old class were several 
great young bulls. Among them, Ames 
Plantation Pride’s Eric, Eileenmere 191st, 
Revemere of Wheatland 19th and Erica Ban- 
dolier of Anoka. More time was required 
to place this class for thirteen two year old 
bulls were carefully handled and paraded. 
One of the favorites, Eileenmere 191st show- 
ed lame and stopped on the walk more than 
one time. But, he was still in the midst ot 
the competition and when Mr. McGregor 
selected Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric to 
head the class, he moved Eileenmere 191st 
into second place and closely following was 
Revemere of Wheatland 19th, fourth place 
being occupied by Erica Bandolier of Anoka. 
That, gentlemen, is a great class of two- 
year-old bulls. It will be interesting to note 
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how they stack up at Chicago. For, I am 
inclined to think that this class of bulls, all 
two year olds, would rank with the exhibit 
to be seen at the International. 

Then the senior yearlings. This was no 
run-away either, for again three bulls de- 
manded their right to top honors. Again 
Mr. Hollinger’s exhibit was in the thick of 
the fight, battling his way against Erian B. 
2d, showed by John and Elliott Brown and 
Eventuation of Bordulac, exhibited by the 
Hanna Stock Farm. But, there was no deny- 
ing Eventuation of Bordulac his right to 
head thé senior yearlings. I overheard a 
statement made by one of the ringside fans, 
that Eventuation of Bordulac had the best 
head that he had ever seen on a bull. Erian 
B. 2d placed second and Barmore 3d stood 
in the third place. 

Junior yearlings found fifteen young 
-ulls, and the tops were excellent. This 
time it was the John and Elliott Brown en- 
try, Envious Burgess B., that headed the 
class and in second place, 
just to keep up his record 
was the James B. Hollinger 
entry, Repeater of Wheat- 
land 9th.

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in the show, and to win it was no small hon- 
or. For ten bulls, all summer yearlings, will 
be found in no show and be better until the 
International, when these shall likely meet 
again. 

The bull calves are always a likely lot, 
and twenty-five of them were paraded and 
the class was headed by the Hollinger entry, 
another Repeater of Wheatland, as yet with 
no number. Ames Plantation had a very 
good calf, as did Wildwood and the Browns. 

Now for the senior and junior and then 
grand championships. We have already 
stated that Revemere of Wheatland 17th 
won the senior championship and the junior 
champion, Eileenmere 300th, could hardly 
hope to defeat a three year old with the 
type and quality of Revemere of Wheatland 
17th, and so James B. Hollinger walked off 
with the grand purple ribbon. 

Twelve groups of. five bulls were headed 
by Wheatland Farms, with second place go- 
ing to the Ames Plantation entry. Three 
bulls, fifteen groups of them, found the Hol- 
linger entry first and again Ames Planta- 
tion second. Two bulls found John and El- 
liott Brown’s entry at the head, with Hollin- 
ger second and Tolan and Hanna Stock 
Farm third and fourth. There were sixteen 
groups, and that’s a lot of bulls. 

Then to the cows, and Ames Plantation 
won the blue on Ames Plantation Bonny 
Bride, followed closely by Erianna B. 2d, 
the 1937 International grand champion, who 
looks better by far than she did last year. 
Chimera of Wheatland 6th was in third and 
Wildwood’s Key of Security stood fourth. 
Eight aged cows is a good class and this 
found great cows all the way down the line. 


Two year olds, that seemingly charmed 
age of show animals, had plenty of really 
good heifers, but none to compare with the 
great Nobis entry, Blackcap Bessie 23d of

Hollinger and Nobis Again Capture the Grand Championships

‘+h so many good herds being founded 
i bo pa with so many county or- 
panizations being started all over this state 
i did not want to miss this big cattle show. 
I left home early one morning and stopped 
nly once on my way to Sedalia, this at the 
oe of one of the breeders in north cen- 
tral Missouri, Earl Bale. ; 

Last year I also stopped at Earl’s but 
made my stop late in the evening and did 
not get to see his entire herd, neither did I 
see all the cattle this time, but did get to 
see all of the breeding cattle located close 
to his home place. Earl has a total of one 
hundred and one head on the farm and has a 
great lot of young. bulls and a neat package 
of females to put into his breeding herd. 

Earl now has seven bulls coming on for 
the fall trade that are just as good as any 
he has offered in recent years, one of these 
will be a year old at this writing and is a 
yeal prospect for some lucky breeder. Last 
year the bull sales from this herd made new 
friends with many breeders in_ several 
states, two going as far away as Alabama. 
The iemales are in good shape and I pre- 
sume that in a year or two enough breeding 
cattle will be congregated on this place to 
make a public sale possible, at least I hope 
that such is the case and you want tv re- 
member that this herd has always been 
headed by the best bulls available. . 

The entire day was spent by the time I 
reached Marshall, Missouri, just a half 
hour’s drive from Sedalia, and as the motor 
of the car had not been perking along as 
per usual I left it in the garage for a change 
and stayed here in Marshall, remembering 
also the time I had last year in finding a 
room in Sedalia. 

Up early enough to get to the grounds 
ahead of the show I started out for the 
Missouri Fair’s Aberdeen-Angus show, and 
was surprised at the number of people al- 
ready on the road this early in the morning, 
all planning on reaching the grounds ahead 
of the crowd. 

My arrival was timed pretty thin, getting 
at the arena just as the first class of bulls 
were being led into the ring, and the Aber- 
deen-Angus enthusiasts were already con- 
gregating around both in the ring and up on 
the seats in this air cooled pavilion. One 
thing we can say for this year’s Missouri 
State Fair is that it took place in a rather 
cool week, quite a contrast with other years, 
for this fair is supposed to be held during 
the hottest week of any fair on the circuits. 

1939 found that the heat had been trans- 
posed from the weather to the classes to be 
shown, for ten good herds were in attend- 
ance, and no class was a walk away for any 
of the breeders entered. 

Now if my memory serves me well only 
two head in the entire show last year were 
Missouri cattle, and this year found the 
herds of George M. Laughlin, Thousand 
Hills Farm, Kirksville; W. H. Pipkin & 
Sons, Springfield; and Thornton’s Hickory 
Grove Farm, Garden City, all in there com- 
peting with Elliott Brown, Rose Hill, lowa; 
R. L. Hanna, Bordulac, North Dakota; Jas. 
B. Hollinger, Chapman, Kansas; Wayland 
Hopley Farms, Atlantic, Iowa; Otto G. 
Nobis, Davenport, Iowa; Koster’s Angus 
Farm, Gladbrook, Iowa, and Ames Planta- 
tion, Grand Junction, Tennessee. 

As far as I have followed the Missouri 
State Fair I believe that this is the largest 
lot of black cattle to be shown at this fair, 
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and we hope that it will continue to grow 
each year with more Missouri herds entered. 

As far as the championship winnings were 
concerned most of the breeders had already 
gone over the cattle and made up their 
minds as to the ones to be first in the class- 
es, and I do believe that the judge placed 
them as they should be, for the judge this 
day was George Porteous, manager of Dun- 
walke Farms, Far Hills, New Jersey, known 
to all showmen on the circuits and as well 
known in this state, scene of this Sedalia 
fair, for he was one time manager of St. 
Albans Farm, at Pacific, Missouri. 

The aged bull class started off with only 
two entries, but the classes grew larger as 
each succeeding group was led in and most 
of this day was consumed before the entire 
lot of breeding cattle had been placed. 


Revemere of Wheatland 17th, shown by 
Hollinger took senior and grand champion 
places while Ames Plantation Erica’s Beau, 
shown by Ames Plantation was the junior 
champion. The little bull shown last year 
by R. L. Hanna, (you probably remember 
this youngster), came back this year as a 
senior yearling, and while first in class 
could not quite push out the older bull for 
the place of senior champion. I like this 
Eventuation of Bordulac bull and hope to 
see him shown around later this season and 
next year, for he is worth watching. 

Every breeder seemed glad to see the Hol- 
linger cattle standing right up in every 
class, and taking their share of the firsts 
too, these cattle are proof of the quality of 
Hollinger’s own breeding and show why his 
sale last spring was one of the top sales of 
the season. 

Also I was more than pleased with the re- 
sult of the winnings with the Iowa cattle, 
the three herds, Brown, Nobis and Koster, 
with the last mentioned relatively new in 
cattle showing did a land office business 
this day. 

Ames Plantation took aged cow with 
Ames Plantation Bonny Bride; Otto Nobis 
was first in class of two year olds with 
Blackcap Bessie 23d of Page and Elliott 
Brown showed up in the senior yearling 
class with Elba B. 18th, taking top in that 
class. This meant that Iowa had two 
chances out of three of winning senior 
champion, and sure enough Blackcap Bessie 
23d of Page, shown on last issue’s cover of 
this Aberdeen-Angus Journal walked off 
with both senior and grand ribbons. This 
was to be expected for she had also done the 
same at the Springfield, Illinois, show the 
week previous. 

The junior champion female was Chimera 
of Wheatland 9th, shown by Hollinger, who 
competed for this honor against two of 
Elliott Brown’s entries, Erica Energice 2d 
and Barbara Lassie 17th.

Fall Auctions 


Again the fall sales are with us. Perhaps 
not so many as there should be. Earlier 
sale preparations have been abandoned in 
many instances because of the increased de- 
mand for breeding cattle and the desire of 
many who had planned entering the busi- 
ness of breeding registered Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle becoming anxious to get under way. 
On several occasions early discussions as to 
when and where best to sell has brought 
to the prospective vender an opportunity to 
dispose at private treaty of his entire of- 
fering, and frequently too, the purchasers 
have taken still other good cattle out of the 
herds in addition to the cattle intended tor 
a public vendue. 

Therefore the cancelling of these sale 
dates and preparations for a public sale 
indicate but one thing—an ever increasing 
demand for Aberdeen-Angus breeding cat- 
tle. Krom east to west and from north to 
south, this demand is constant. In many 
instances it has been difficult for owners to 
retain, in the face of good offers, a suffic- 
ient number of breeding cattle to warrant 
the holding of a public auction. There are 
those however who prefer in spite of all 
this clamor for good breeding cattle, and 
its accompanying attractive offers at priv- 
ate treaty, to hold and prepare their sur. 
plus cattle for an auction. ‘the Journal is 
rather of the opinion that where crop con- 
ditions will permit that the proper proced- 
ure is to retain the surplus and dispose of 
it at public auction. One reason, perhaps 
the most outstanding, is simply that it af- 
fords the owner an opportunity to bring his 
herd to the attention of a far greater num- 
ber of interested buyers, thus he aids ma- 
terially in creating new and unheard of 
business. Thus not only his own herd reaps 
the benefit of his experience, but the breed 
as a whole receives far greater publicity. 

Publicity is the factor needed in the pro- 
motion of any enterprise, be it manufact- 
uring or merchandising of any sort. Good 
publicity in the proper proportions is as 
essential for the good of any cause, and 
especially in this pure bred cattle breeding 
business, as any other factor connected with 
the mating, feeding, fitting and disposition 
of the surplus each year. More and more 
are our breeders realizing this fact and as 
a result cooperating more closely where the 
herds are not sufficiently large to enable 
the breeder to hold an individual sale. These 
smaller and newer herds are combining 
their efforts by contributing to group or 
breeder sales. 

The breeder sale is an ideal way of dis- 
posing of surplus cattle. First because in 
many instances but few good cows can be 
maintained on many of the smaller farms. 
As a rule these smaller herds are built up- 
on most substantial foundations as to breed- 
ing, type and quality, and these owners thus 
find a most satisfactory return for the cat- 
tle they grow each year. The combination, 
or breeder sale, affords each breeder a most 
desired opportunity to bring forward the 
better specimens he is able to breed and 
fit especially for these sales. Thus he gains 
the publicity desired for the future promo- 
tion of his herd, should it grow into pro- 
portions enabling an individual sale. Then 
too the better specimens always find a good 
and most satisfactory market in the auction 
sales, and more especially is this true where 
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proper publicity has been given the event 
and the cattle have been weil fitted, train- 
ea and groomed for the occasion. 

In these breeder sales the new beginner 
who has but a few to spare can always dis- 
pose of his surplus to good advantage. Such 
a program permits this new breeder to re- 
tain for expansion a portion of his good 
cattle, and yet have an immediate source 
of income. He realizes too that through 
these sales, when properly conducted, he is 
able to secure the going value of his sur- 
plus cattle, whatever that valuation may 
be. It matters not whether price levels are 
low, medium, or high, this rule holds true. 
Well bred, well fitted, good typed cattle al- 
ways attract buyers, and a sale group has 
far more attraction than have a few individ- 
uals in any man’s herd. This is very true, 
until of course, the breeder has been able 
to attract sufficient attention to his herd 
and its high quality to bring those who are 
always searching for tops, to his own farm 
or breeding plant. 

The sales listed for the next few weeks 
are with a single exception combination 
breeder sales, made up just along the lines 
mentioned. Ernest Peters, of Rushville, Il- 
linois, being the single exception, has made 
a very select draft from his fine breeding 
herd and the numbers are sufficient to make 
the offering particularly attractive. More 
especially so because of the fact that he 
has seen fit to join with others in his state 
te form a circuit, wherein the combined 
numbers of cattle should afford those de- 
siring foundation cattle in numbers, truck 
or carlots, or even greater numbers the op- 
portunity to gratify their desires. 

Garrard County, Kentucky, breeders, long 
known for the very high quality of their 
Aberdeen-Angus herds, many of which are 
of long standing, were properly laid in the 
beginning, and have been properly serviced 
since their founding through the use of the 
best bulls that could be found, has assem- 
bled for public valuation a splendid lot of 
cattle. They will be sold on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 28th. Allen Morris, Lancaster, Ken- 
tucky, is the secretary and he will be happy 
to supply catalogs or any other desired in- 
formation. 

In the far north arrangements have been 
made for two sales that will bring before 
the public the greatest collection of high 
class, richly bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle to 
be offered from that section of the country 
in many years. First the Minnesota Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders decided to hold an

A recent quick trip to Louisiana afforded 
me the opportunity to visit many of the 
herds and to meet a large number of the 
breeders.

The sixth Virginia Breeders’ Sale will 
be held on Monday October 16th at the 
North Wales Club, located just a few miles 
out from Warrenton, Virginia. 

Wanting to have a better idea of just 
what these Virginia breeders were offer- 
ing, we started for the state late in the 
month of August, and our tirst stop was at 
Highlands, Round Hill, Virginia. With 
Manager Sam O’Sullivan we looked over 
the herd, and the sale consignment. This 
marks the first consignment to a Virginia 
sale by Highlands and includes two bred 
heifers. First, Erica Elinor 7th, a March 
1938 heifer sired by Burgess 4th of Page, a 
son of Glencarnock Revolution 6th. The 
dam of this heifer is a daughter of Black- 
cap Benz 5th. The second heiier is Krica 
Energy B. 69th sired by Epic Baron by Bar 
Quality and the dam is Erica Energy B. 
59th and she is by Elite Marshall. Both of 
these heifers have been bred to Highlands 
young herd sire, Blackcap General of Ada 
who is by General of Ada and out of Black- 
cap Bess Glencarnock, one of the greatest 
producing cows in the Lofgren-McGregor 
herd at Ada, Minnesota. 

With Mr. O’Sullivan and Mr. Walter S. 
I’ox, owner of Highlands Farm we visited 
Annetield, and learned that Mr. Watkins 
had decided not to sell a young bull that he 
had listed earlier in the year. Of great 
interest was a bull calf out of Anoka 
Barbara, 1936 International junior champ- 
ion female. We wish that some expert 
ieeder had this calf, tor he has a lot of 
real promise and would make an outstand- 
ing show bull. However, Mr. Watkins 
plans to keep him as a tuture herd sire. 

From Annefield, we headed for Red Gate 
Farm at Millwood, and soon Mr. E. H. Mc- 
Loughlin, herdsman and manager was 
showing us the show cattle and the sale 
consignment, both members of the Red 
Gate show herd. 

We recall the bull, Berlioz of Woodcote, 
selected for use in the Red Gate herd by 
Mr. Edward Jenkins at the last Interna- 
tional sale. This bull has been developing 
into a good show bull, and looks the part 
of a coming sire for Red Gate. 

Red Gate lists two very good bred heif- 
ers to the Virginia sale. Both are sired by 
Rock Revolution, senior herd sire and a 
very good breeding son of Revolution of 
Page 2d, the 1938 International grand 
champion bull. One of these heifers has 
been bred to Berlioz of Woodcote, the good 
show and breeding bull selected by Mr.

Comparison of Protein Supplements for Yearling Steer

The object of this experiment with fatten- 
ing yearling steers was to determine the 
relative value of four different protein 
supplements when these supplements were 
used to balance a low-protein ration of 
ground corn, corn silage, and a small amount 
of mixed hay. These tour protein supple- 
ments were: linseed meal, corn gluten meal, 
soybean oil meal, and ground soybeans (the 
later being a protein supplement that may 
be grown at home). 

The steers used in this experiment were 
grade Shorthorns, purchased on the open 
market at Kansas City at $7.28 per hun- 
dredweight. They graded medium to good 
and weighed 660 pounds per head at Kan- 
sas City. Ds 

The cost of steers at the beginning of the 
experiment was $8.66 per hundredweight. 
This included commission, freight, shrink- 
age, tubercular testing, vaccination for hem- 
orrhagic septicemia, and feed and_bedd- 
ing. From the time of arrival on August 
8, 1938 to the begining of the feeding trial, 
they were fed a ration of about four pounds 
of coarsely ground corn, four pounds of 
mixed hay, and one pound of linseed meal 
per steer per day. : 

The amount of corn silage and mixed hay 
fed per steer was kept the same for all 
lots. The amount of corn was ted accord- 
ing to appetite and the steers in each lot 
were required to clean up their feed before 
the next feeding. Rock salt and a mineral 
mixture of equal parts by weight of salt,

As this is but one year’s experiment 
there are insufficient data to draw definite 
conclusions. However, there are some points 
that can be called to the attention of the 
farmer: 

1. Notice that the steers cost $7.28 per 
hundredweight at Kansas City and $8.66 per 
hundredweight at the feed lots here. This 
difference of $1.38 per hundredweight coy- 
ers commission, freight, shrinkage, tuber- 
cular testing, hemorrhagic septicemia vac- 
cination, and feed and bedding enroute and 
at Ithaca during the week before the ex- 
periment was started. 

2. This experiment gives some informa- 
tion on the often repeated question, “What 
can I take for my steers at home and equal 
what I would receive at the central mar- 
ket?” The selling price at Buffalo was $9.- 
75 per hundredweight from which must be 
deducted the freight, the shrink, and the 
marketing expense to get the selling price 
per hundredweight at the feed lot. 

In this experiment, if we had sold the 
cattle at $8.90 per hundredweight here in 
Ithaca, weighed up without any shrink, we 
would have received the same net amount 
as we did when we shipped them to Buffalo 
and received the price of $9.75 per hundred- 
weight on the central market. Therefore, 
the freight, the shrink, and the marketing 
expense on these cattle cost an average of 
$0.85 per hundredweight.

I had planned to arrive at the Iowa State 
Fair on Saturday, August 26th, but when 
Secretary Tomhave told me that he planned 
to be at Iowa during the entire 4-H Club 
Show, and as that steer part of it was to 
be judged on Friday, the next day, I too 
took my leave from Sedalia immediately 
after the last class was judged and started 
for Des Moines, scene of one of the largest 
club shows of the mid-west. 

The route I planned was not directly to 
Des Moines, for I had intended to stop at 
Plevna, Missouri, and see a Harold Miller, 
who had written about an intended sale for 
this fall. I made the stop as scheduled, but 
did not get a sale lined up for the simple 
reason that Mr. Kershaw had been through 
that territory just two days ahead of me 
and had purchased nearly every available 
animal that was to have made up the bulk 
of the consignment. Missouri is 
the one state in the mid-west that 
is going ahead by leaps and 
bounds, many new herds have been 
started and several new organiza- 
tions are already under way, so we 
shall see a great lot of Aberdeen- 
Angus activity in the near future, 
with several quality offerings be- 
ing planned for the next season’s 
sale circuits. 

This stop at Plevna caused little 
delay, so I arrived on the fair 
grounds of the Iowa State Fair 
early in the afternoon on Friday 
and saw a good part of the steers 
judged. Jas. B. Hollinger, Chap- 
man, Kansas, was the judge and he 
certainly had his hands full in 
placing these large classes. Sev- 
eral classes had ribbons and monies 
up to the sixtieth place and the 
arena seemed to be nearly en- 
circled with black steers in some of 
the classes. 

If any one was to ask what part 
of the State Fair judging was the 
most important to us, or which was 
the most exciting I am afraid that 
we would be forced to answer that 
the 4-H Club section of the show 
really is the best from the specta- 
tor’s standpoint. On club show day the 
seats are nearly packed and friends of the 
boys hang on the rail and give moral en- 
couragement to their pick in each class. In 
the arena itself the breeders and in some 
cases fathers of the boys, along with the

county agents and club agents, stand and 
give even more than normal encouragement 
to their choice of entries, trying to catch 
the boy’s eyes and motion to them to get 
the calf into a better position. I really be- 
lieve that the boys are better losers than 
those who stand and watch and I am sure 
that they do not discuss each class shown 
with the fervor their sponsors vent on each 
other. 

It is a revelation to see these usually mild 
tempered fellows that we know so well get 
all worked up over the placings in the club 
show and it is no wonder that these boys, 
with such sponsors, turn into our better 
breeders of tomorrow. 

I really think the breeders themselves are 
more interested in this part of the fair than 
any other feature of the cattle judging pro- 
gram, and it is a part not to be missed. In

a large class it is hard to tell why the 
judge places the calves as he does in their 
respective places in the lower end of the 
class, that is, it is hard for a layman to 
understand, but the side line judges have 
reasons galore when their choice is moved 
up a notch or two, and these same critics 
are at times utterly blind when their choice 
moves in the opposite direction. The tough 
part of the entire show is to see the cham- 


pion and reserve champion jude 

in the case this year ‘be lien pi 
nearly alike in quality and finish that the 
judges themselves had a hard time to aa 
up their minds, but one thing helped to 
sooth the reserve champion’s sponsors and 
that was that both the champion and ve 
serve were Aberdeen-Angus steers, . 
; The buyers at the steer sale verified the 
judges opinion when the champion brought 
fifty cents and the reserve champion went 
over the block at thirty-one. This was not 
quite as much as the owner of the cham. 
pion steer would have liked to receive, for 
in his broadcast on the day his steer stood 
as grand champion of the show, George 
Hopley, when asked what he would like to 
receive answered “What I get and what | 
want will be two different things. I would 
like to get a dollar a pound, but I know 
darn well I won’t.” As this will be about 
the last time George steps into a club show 
ring many would have liked to see his steer 
bring a dollar a pound, for he plans to at- 
tend college this fall and the money would 
certainly come in handy. 

The calf shown by Earl Hodgson, was as 
outstanding as the Hopley steer, or nearly 
so, and the judges were hard put to know 
just which one was to stand in first place, 
The little Cline heifer that was given to 
the winner of this class would have fitted 
into Earl’s plans very well, for according 
to what I heard during this show Earl pur. 
chased his first pure bred female within the 
last year and plans to build up his own 
herd. 

Hopley was a name at the front more 
than the one time during the club show, 
for Wayland Junior, was the proud owner 
of the heifer that was champion Aberdeen- 
Angus heifer at the Iowa state fair. I did 
not get to see that class judged, but the 
heifer was a real typy individual and really 
merited her position. 

If you will check along the several classes 
you will find that Marion county was right 
at the top on most all the county activities, 
First in County group and champion baby 
keef group; Earl Hodgson with champion 
pure bred baby beef, the produce of a forn- 
er 4-H Club pure bred registered heifer, and 
it was also Marion county at first in the 
group of five pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
heifers. They were second in class of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus baby beeves dropped March 
1st to September 30th, 1938, and second in 
group of pure bred registered Aberdeen-

True to form the 1939 Iowa State Fair 
brought out a great string of cattle in the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding classes.

Han- 
na Stock Farms, of Bordulac, North Dako- 
ta, placed second in this long distance con- 
test. James B. Hollinger, who judged the 
Iowa Junior feeding contest entrants, came 
all the way from Kansas to register as third 
long distance contender. Stanley R. Pierce 
& Sons, of Creston, and J. Garrett Tolan, 
of Pleasant Plains, furnished the Illinois 
contingent; while Dr. Geo. M. Laughlin, of 
Kirksville, Missouri, brought out his herd 
from Thousand Hills Farms.

In fact a ma- 
jority of these heifers will ke open, ready 
for the service to your own sire, for Joe 
Garrity does not make a practice of breed- 
ing his heifers until they reach two years of 


age. 

The old herd bull at Garrity’s is Scotty

also builds up prepotency and uniformity 
within the herd where it is practised. (Pre- 
potency is the ability of a parent to impress 
its characteristics on its offspring more 
uniformly than the average parent can.) 
This added prepotency as a result of blood 
concentration means that when these high- 
ly prepotent animals are mated with those 
of heterogeneous origin the characteristics 
of the more prepotent will prevail in the 
offspring. This is an important factor from 
the standpoint of acquiring animals to im- 
prove one’s herd. It is subordinate how- 
ever, to the main purpose of conserving the 
good traits of a really great sire or dam 
long atter it is dead. By line breeding to 
this ancestor the breeder can multiply its 
descendents without lessening, to any ex- 
tent, the resemblance to this ancestor. 

No form of animal breeding can be relied 
upon to produce 100% satisfaction. The 
element of chance is always present and its 
entire removal would detract immeasurably 
from the interest of improving our animals. 

By concentrating the blood lines of out- 
standing foundation animals we do how- 
ever, reduce the uncertainties to a mini- 
mum and if by this concentration some 
undesirable traits become fixed as well as 
the good ones, a correction can be made by 
introducing a mild outcross because of the 
generally recessive nature of undesired 
characteristics. 

To attain even moderate results in live 
stock improvement requires intelligent 
study and thorough application of what 
knowledge we have. Success does not come 
by accident.

His Doddies Made Good. 

Many of us frequently complain because 
mother nature seems not to be pouring from 
her bowl of plenty in quantities to suit our 
fancy. When a report like this comes to 
the desk it sort of makes us ashamed to 
think that so many of us so well situated 
in this land of plenty do complain at all. 
D. Johnston, of Oak, Nebraska, writes of 
his experience thus: “Well, drouth rules 
again here in Nucolls county (South cen- 
tral) Nebraska. Many of our farmers turn- 
ed to grain sorghums the past spring and 
well they did for the corn could not aver- 
age more than seven bushels per acre if 
it rained from now until frost. Oats were 
left in the field in many cases and few 


fields of wheat paid for the expense of 
harvesting. Grasshoppers are bad, they 
have ruined all new seedings of Alfalfa and 
are eating the seed from the grain sor- 
ghums in a few places. I suppose you won- 
der why we stay or how we hang on. Well, 
here is the way I do it: 

“In December, 1935, I purchased from one 
of Nebraska’s oldest herds of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, eight head of breed- 
ing stock, consisting of seven two year old 
heifers and a yearling bull. I have made 
no more purchases, but today my herd num- 
bers twenty-five head and I have sold more 
than enough to pay for the first cost. That 
should be some kind of a record for a 
drouth stricken state.” 

If there is a beast on earth that can help 
a man out of a hard place it is an Aber- 
deen-Angus cow.
